_ Moscow.—Every church in Chita, 
Eastern Siberia, has been closed by 
order of the local Soviets after an 
organized anti-God demonstration by 
10,000 persons with torches, in weather 
eight degrees below zero. 

Today's issue of the weekly, The 
Godless One, official organ of the Mos- 
cow Godless League, insists upon the 
immediate closing of every church left 
in the city of Moscow and throughout 
the great province of Moscow, which 
is bigger than Scotland. 

The Soviet capital, says The Godless 
One, must not lag behind the provinces 
in the war on religion. Suc 
tant centres as Odessa, Kaluga and 
Podolsk, it says, have now closed all 
mosques, synagogues and churches, 
and so, The Godiess One holds, the 
Soviet's three capital cities—Moscow, 
Leningrad and Kharkoy—must 

follow suit. 
New York—Five groups in the 
United States have joined the Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish bodies already 
aligned against the soviets.

May Religion and the Church be Dissociated ? 


PEAKING before the Princeton 

student body in the university 
chapel recently, a certain Dr. Bern- 
ard I. Bell contended that the individ- 
ual is above the Church, that “too 
many people think of religion as the 
Church, which is a mere externality, 
and an exceedingly worldly one.” 

Of course, if organized religion has 
no divine sanction, or if it has the 
nature of a political party, Dr. Bell 
is not far beside the truth, because 
the average individual is better than 
the political party with which he may 
have affiliation. But even the Catho- 
lic would have the temerity to hold 
that the average Protestant is better 
than and above the Church to which 
he belongs. 

Granting that the Church has a di- 
vine sanction the Doctor's logic is 
very faulty. The State in this latter 
case would not be superior to the 
Church, yet would the Doctor claim 
that the individual is above the State? 
This would be equivalent to the advo- 
cacy of anarchism. Even though the 
State “is a mere externality, and an 
exceedingly worldy one” does not 
everyone owe devotion and temporal 
allegiance to it? No citizen of the 
State may be a law unto himself, 
though it is possible that he might 


conduct himself better than the law 


requires. 


Dr. Bell’s weakness is due to his 
failure to discriminate between the 
organized religion which is identified 
with the Kingdom of Christ, and the 
many forms of organized religion 
which owe their origin to fanaticism 
or to apostates from “the Church of 
the Living God.” 

That he had the latter variety in 
mind is clear from this utterance: 
“Naturally, people who believe reli- 
gion should be spiritual, will balk at 
a Church, whose representatives do 
their best not to appear as parsons.” 
No Catholic sees his Church described 
in those words. No message other than 
spiritual is proclaimed from the pul- 
pits of that organization. It may have 
an occasional unworthy representative, 
but does not preach himself, does 
not ativocate a spirituality of his 
own. He speaks in the name of his 
Church, which speaks in the name of 
Christ in accordance with the revela- 
tion entrusted to His Kingdom. 


In support of his general thesis 
Dr. Bell declared, “The great men of 
religion have always been mystics, 
who did good and were good not mere- 
ly to do and be so, but because their 
lives had been touched by some spirit- 
ual revelation, which ever after set 
the tone of their conduct.” 

Would the Doctor infer that these 
i“great men of religion were mystics 


W 


independently of their Church?“ The 
great mystics of all ages, since the 
dawn of Christianity, were Catholics, 
and they drew all their inspiration 
from their religion. They became 
heroic saints by feeding on the super. 
natural means of sanctification dis- 
pensed through the kingdom of 
Christ, while they lived their lives in 


harmony with their Master's teach 
ings and counsels. The Church was 
Christ to them, their guide, their 
“way,” their truth“ their “life.” 

Dr. Bell's recommendations have 


heen followed by hosts of people dur 
ing the last four centuries, and from 
the philosophy of life of every infidel 
and scoffer of this age. 

Man, pursuing a religion of his ow: 


creation, can never rise above his 
human powers, can never attain unto 
goodness higher than “natural.” But 
the goodness which conduces to per 
fect union with God both here and 
hereafter, must be supernatural. The 


soul's birth in the supernatural! order 


its nourishment in this order, its 
spiritual growth, must be effected by 
means entrusted to His Church by 
Jesus Christ. “The great men of re 
ligion” never sought personal sancti 


fication independently, always regard 
ed themselves as dutiful children of 
the Church, which enjoyed the prote 
tion and guidance, and indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit

ed priest in May, 1836. He cheerfully resigned the com- 
forts and attractions of home, friends, and country for 
the laborious life of a missionary in what was then look- 
ed upon as the backwoods of the United States. 

Under the guidance of the venerable Bishop Brute, 
who two years previously had been appointed to the new 
see of Vincennes, Indiana, and accompanied by twenty- 
one other young ecclesiastics, Father St. Palais reached 
this country and immediately entered upon the perform- 
ance of his duties. His first stations were at Boggs’ 
Creek and Mount Pleasant, Ind., where he built two 
churches and collected round them comparatively large 
congregations. He was next removed to Chicago, III., then 
a mere village, where he erected St. Marys, afterwards 
used as a cathedral. Again we find him in Indiana, at 
Logansport, which, with its outlying missions and ‘small 
churches and chapels, remained for several years under 
his wise and beneficent jurisdiction. Madison, Ind., a 
growing and prosperous town, next claimed his attention, 
till, on the accession of Bishop Bazin to the see of Vin- 
cennes (1847), he was called to that city and appointed 
Vicar-General and Superior of the Theological Seminary. 
In both these positions his prudence, energy, and judg- 
ment were so conspicuous that, upon the untimely death 
of Dr. Bazin, he was nominated administrator of the dio- 
cese, and acted in that capacity till October 3, 1848, when 
he was preconized Bishop of Vincennes. His consecration 
took place in the cathedral, January 14, 1849, the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Miles of Nashville, Tenn., conducting the august 
ceremony. | 

But diligent and laborious as was his life as a priest, 
his career as a prelate far surpassed it in zeal, devotion, 
and personal sacrifices. Though circumscribed in its 
limits by the creation of other dioceses, that of Vincennes 
still presented a large field for missionary enterprise, 
and Bishop St. Palais cultivated it to the utmost from 
the day of his consecration to almost the very last hour 
of his life. Scattered little groups and single Catholic 
families were collected into orderly and compact congre- 
gations; new missions were founded in the most remote 
places, and old ones became well-defined parishes; 
churches sprang up rapidly, and priests from every quar- 
ter were found to occupy them. Nor were the wants of 
the ignorant, the poor, and the afflicted neglected. Be- 
sides the diocesan seminary and the Monastery of St.

parochial schools were attached to every church and near- 
ly every station in the diocese. The Little Sisters of the 
Poor, the Sisters of Charity, and Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd were introduced and encouraged, two hospitals 
were opened, and two splendid orphan asylums built— 
one of the latter costing $30,000, erected entirely out of 
the good bishop’s private means. 

It was while thus engaged in the arduous duties of 
his sacred calling at St. Mary's of the Woods, near Terre 
Haute, that the gifted Bishop of Vincennes was.stricken 
down, June 28, 1877. His predecessor, Bishop Bruté, died 
on the same day, forty-eight years before. Bishop Dwen- 
ger, in his funeral sermon, said: 

“On the morning of the day he looked forward to as 
bringing him to his dear St. Rose, in this city, he fell upon 
the ground in fatal illness. His feeble voice could but call 
to his friend, the Rev. Father Shasse, to help him and 
bear him to a couch. When there he signed to those who 
stood about that he desired the last sacrament. Father 
Benoit, Vicar-General of the diocese of Fort Wayne, one 
of the two last living of the band of heroes who came with 
the sainted Bruté, administered to him the comforting 
sacrament. Calmly, peacefully, in the midst of his loving 
daughters in the Church, who ceased not their prayers, 
he fell away, filled with visions perhaps like those that 
came to Moses. Back of him lay the dark Egyptian servi- 
tude of his forty-one years of missionary life; before him 
the glorious promised land opened its pearly gates. Ah! 
the mitre may sometimes appear a glittering jewel, but 
it is also at times a crown of thorns. Who can say what 
a fearful thing it is to answer at the great bar for a whole 
diocese? The golden cross of the bishop may be beautiful 
and bright, but it is, too, a heavy burden upon the heart.” 

On July 3 the last solemn ceremonies were perform- 
ed over the remains of the lamented prelate and his body 

was laid to rest under the high altar of the Cathedral of 
Vincennes, where for more than twenty-eight years he 
had offered up his prayers for the welfare of his spirit- 
ual children and the good of the Church in America.

Charity is the bond of 
perfection and deceeitfulness 
and calumny and detraction and 
lying can have no partnership 
with Charity. How penfectly 
logical it is to begin with Chari- 
ty and find Truth. It is likewise 
logical to be untruthful and in- 
sincere and thereby destroy 
Charity. 

The infinite perfection of God 
demands perfect Charity and 
Truth. We are commanded to be 
perfect as our mg Father 
is perfect. The apex, then of all 
perfection would seem to be in 
these two heavenly gifts—may | 
repeat them — Charity and 
Truthfulness. 

St. Francis de Sales had a 
maxim which forms a memorable 
corrolary from this Eighth Com- 
mandment of God. He said: 
“Better an uncharitable silence 
than an uncharitable word 
though true.“ Do you not see 
how this leads us into the very 
spirit of this Commandment? 
We must let Charity dictate our 
every word and action, then 
Truth will be quite secure. In 
other words, Charity will always 
prevent us from any word or act 
that might be counted against 
our neighbor’s reputation. 

This is a serious matter in- 
deed, and should be well.under-
